The second Atlantic Jurisdiction 
Oraod Council conventton of tlie 
ronnx Men's Institute concluded its 
three days' work Wednesdajr eveniiiK. 
with results that should prove most 
gratifying to the 15,000 members, 
of tliis mof>t worthy Catholic society. 
Tho Grand officers, delegates and 
visitdrs began aniving Saturday and. 
when the Grand Council convened 
Monday iiioriiiiiK the niimtxT ran 
Into the hundreds. Hoforo ttu> first 
session tlic di'li'uates, visitors and 
ladies and members of Trinity, Mac- 
kin and Unity Councils assembled at 
the Tyler Hotel, which were the 
headquarters, and then proceeded to 
the Cathedral, where the Rev. V. M. 
J. Hock saiin the hipli mass and 
preached n sermon that stnu k home 
to all who heard him. FatluM- i!(i, k, 
who was one of the first chaplains of 
the Y. M. I., said tkegr were welcome, 
thrice welcome. The members, he 
said, should lire tor their motto, all 
being bound to work for Ood and 
country. It WM their duty to ex- 
emplify upright, ohMte and Christian 
Urea, and those who worli for Ood 
work for their oonntry and all that 
Is rlKht, Just and proper. The music 
of the mass was rendered by a 
selected choir and was most ex- 
cellently rendered. 

After the mass the convention was 
called to order In the Italian room 
of the Tyler Hotel by President Rob- 
ert T. Hiirke. City Attorney Pendle- 
ton Beckley welcomed the deleKates 
on behalf of the city, M. J. McCrea, 
of Scrnnton. maklnE the response. 
President Burke appointed Patrick 
B. Kinc. of Maryland, as Marshal, 
■and Jotm J. Barry, wf New Haven, as 
Sentinel. The roll call showed all 
the oflRcers jirt'sent together with 
over Ifli: deleKates. President Thirke 
announced the foUowinR conimllices, 
after which adjournment was taken:

At night an elegant banfiuet was 
served at the Seelbach. presided over 
by "W. A. Link as toastmaster. Uev. 
Father Daniel A. Drlscoll, Secretary 
to the Right Rev. Denis O'Donafhue. 
presented the Bishop's greetings, and 
Rev. Francis Felten, pastor of St. 
Augustine's church, responded to 
the toast. "Our Convention City," 
taking the place of the Mayor. Father 
Felten said LoaiSTllle is his third 
homo. His eradle stood in Berlin. 
His next home, he said, was In 
Vienna, and now it is in Louisville 
that he hopes his life will terminate. 
"If after living In two ot Europe's 
greatest cities I am content to live 
in Louisville until I die, I hope the 
visiting delegates will be able to en- 
}oy a few days here," said Father 
Felten. The others responding to 
toasts were Philip M. Canale, ot 
Memphis; Past Supreme President 
William Fogarty, of Indianapolis, 
and Grand President Robert T. 
Burke, all of whom advocjited strict 
loyalty and united effort to Increase 
the membership to 60,000. Tuesday 
two sessions were held, the delegates 
getting down to earnest work. Both 
were concerned with the reports of 
committees and the recommendations 
of Grand President Burke, providing 
for the adoption of a new ritual and 
the publishing of a monthly periodi- 
cal as the official organ of the or- 
pmlxatlon, and revision of the con- 
stitution and by-laws necessitated by 
the separation of the Grand Council 
into the Pacific and Atlantic Juris- 
dietions, all of which were given 
favorable consideration. The flnan- 
oial statement showed the organisa- 
tion to be In good shape, having a 
surplus of about 11,000 after pro- 
viding for all the expenses of the 
meeting. During the afternoon ses- 
sion the convention was addressed by 
the Rev. Cletus Brady, of the S;icred 
Heart Retreat, and the Rev. James 
Ryan, of Henryville, Ind. Before 
adjourning It was voted to make the 
nge limit to sixteen to wlghteen 
years and to issue an official monthly 
journal. 

Bishop Ponts O'Donaghue. of the 
diocese of Ix)ul8ville, attended the 
convention and delivered an address 
that aroused great anthnsiaaai. "The 



workings of the Young Men's Insti- 
tute meet my hearty approval," he 
s^id, among other things. "I was 
initiated something like twenty 
years ago In the city of Indianapolis, 
which city, by the way, I helped to 
put upon the map. And 1 am still 
a member and intend to oonttnao to 
be a member." 

Th-? business of the convention 
was concluded late Wednesday after- 
noon, when $2.t»0() was snbsiribed 
for organization work. The changes 
in tbe laws ware only minor and 
made in order to make them more 
uniform. Memphis, Bcranton, In- 
dianapolis and (Richmond, Ind., were 
In the field for the next convention, 
which goes to the last named city. 

In reoognitlon of his faithful 
services iRobert T. IBurke, of Louis- 
ville, was re-elected Grand Presi- 
dent without opposition. Other of- 
ficers elected were the Rev. Father 
Francis Felten, iLoulsvIlle, Honorary

A Baptist mlsntoaary, writing 
for the Baptist Quarterly Magazine, 
in dlsenssing the present and future 
prospects of his church publlshee the 
following slanderous untruths about 
unhappy Mexico, and goes out 
of his way to attack the Catholic 
church. He says in part: 

Our missionaries find among the 
people of Mexico almost a complete 
divorce between morality and re- 
ligion; It does not interfere with the 
average person's conception of re- 
ligion to drink, gamble, desecrate 
the Sabbath, lead an immoral life, 
or even murder or rob; one can do 
these things and still be religious 
if only oniwnrd conformity to the 
•hnrcli tip. When Romanism 

took po I inn of the country the 
Indians did nnt give up their oM 
Idolatry, but simply transferred their 
worship from their old Idols to 
Christian saints. In thefar ease some- 
one has said: "Paganism was bap- 
tized, Christianity was paganised." 
Let those who look upon Romanism 
as Christianity see this country, 
where she has had every chance for 
.^enturles, and see what haa really 
happened. In some parts ot the 
'ountry our missionaries have been 
compelled to abandon the work for 
the time being and much of the 
work which has been done Is seem- 
ingly destroyed. During (he past 
year the workers of the SonduTn 
Baptist convention had 194 bap- i^ iiis 
on some of their fields. The mis- 
sionaries being compelled to leave, 
and the work being wholly in the 
hands of the native workers, only 
partial reports of the work have been 
obtained. What the final outcome 
of the present turmoil In that un- 
happy country will be no one can 
foretell. There is onl.\ one thing! 
which will solve the troubles of 
Mexico, and that is Christ. Itoman- 
Ism with Its semi-paganism has tried 
and failed, and only the pure gospel 
will lead them out into the light. 

The writer by his own confession 
has deserted bis post Just whMi the 
104 converts would naid him most 
and left their tat«v« salvation in the 
hands ot native workers. The supers 
Btltion referred to Is the sacrifice of 
the mass, by w^hlch the church keeps 
in the heart of the Indian reverence 
^or Ood. It Is no more superstitious 
In Maxloo than In the United States. 
Stanley B. Bowie, in a recent letter 
from Mexico City, says that what Im- 
pressed him most was the rapt at- 
tention of the rich and poor in the 
Cathedral of that dty. It was the 
tremendous democracy of Mexican 
sinners that seemed to say, "O Lord, 
be merciful to me a sinner." The 
thousands of aiiasses they had at- 
tended had brought no callouses, 
rime had but augmented that aug- 
ust mystery. "They seemed to see 
but only one Jesus." In any non- 
Catholic country that is only 1 1! per 
cent, white blood will you flnil such 
reverence for God? Now organized 
atheism, sharking up followers from 
the 84 per cent, remaining popula- 
tion, from the red men and the black 
men and the mixed breeds, have 
madn war on religion; so now that 
they quaff their cognac from tbe 
•acred chalices and slug ribald songs 
In the churches. And the world 
looks OB and says, "See what the 
I'atholK chnrcb has done for the 
Mexicans." An American lady trav- 
eling In Mexico said: "Ton Mexicans 
are very bartwrous in allowing and 
enjoying these horrible bull fights." 
"Ah, ^enora, you have, they tell me, 
in your country orphan asylums of 
abandoned children? Is It not so? 
Senora, we have no such asylums In 
our country. No, senora, we have no 
such institutions here — we don't 
abandon our children." After all, 
which Is worse, abandoning bulls to 
the arena or abandoning children to 
the streets? 

Judging by his writings the fly-by- 
night missionary evidently approves 
of Carranza, Villa and the rest of 
: tit-throat leaders who are following 
out bis ideas and trying to crush out 
the Catholic church and religion in 
Mexico, and has certainly overlooked 
an opportunity In joining the ranks 
of one of these noble ( ? ) . . where he 
could enjoy himself to his heart's 
content in seeing priests persecuted 
and nans outraged.

The strike of 1,600 transfer com- 
pany teamsters and chauffeurs, whloh 
began In St. Louis last Friday, was 
settled Sunday night. The men were 
granted a general wage Increase of 
fifty cents a week, a reduction of 
about one hour In the working day 
and better working conditions. Tbe 
wage Increase, according to the team 
owners, will iman-cite $t;o.000 a 
year, whereas the original demands 
of the strikers called for increases 
totaling 1160.000. The settlement 
was brought about by Father Tim- 
othy Dempsey, a Catholic priest. He 
pleaded with leaders of each side on 



With Pontifical high mass in St. 
Francis de Salee Cathedral, the 
fourteenth annual convention of the 
American Federation of <;athoIic 
Societies opened Sundtiy in Toledo, 
Ohio. 'Most ReVu^ John iBonsano, 
Papal Delegate, wap the celebrant of 
the mass. The parade from St. 
John's College to the Cathedral was 
led by the Boston Band. The 
(ormation consisted of I'olish 
Liancers, Knights of Columbus, Pol- 
ish Knights. Hflternlan Rifles, 
Knights ot St Johi, Uie Most R<v. 
Bonaano, Bishop tlcAirembs, visiting 
orelates and delegates. The parade 
was the largest Catholic demonatra- 
lion ever held la Ohio. Bishop 
Scbrembs extendei the greeting to 
the iPapal DelegatO, speaking ot the 
place in the hearts ot the people 
which the Pope held and the loyally 
and love of the Catholics for the 
Pontiff. He spoke at some length 
on the work of the delegates for the 
Benefit of the chjWCh. lie also ex- 
tended a wPlcomp-' to the :is!ting 
prelates and delegates to the con- 
vention. Tlishop C.allaphiM- jiri'ached 
ihe sermon at the mass, d'crying 
the abence of action In the outrages 
against priests «nd nuns in Mexico 
ind also speaking against the evils 
of divorce and lack of organisation 
of the laity. 

Apostolic Delegate John IBonzano 
was introduced at the night meet- 
ing by Bishop Schremhs. The per- 
sonal representative ot the Pope In 
Aimerlca thanked the people for their 
cordial welcome. He said in part: 
"1 am a simple man. <But I want to 
lay Just a word about the Catholic 
federation of America. The federa- 
tion represents the army of the 
Catholic church. I do not mean the 
Kenerals, but the soldiers. This 
apinion springs naturally from the 
learning of the catechism, for from 
that moment you are affiliated with 
the American Federation of Catholic 
flocietles. Let yon ally yourself 
'.vith th* gre.at army. There is work 
er everybody. There Is so much 
Mod to do and so much evil to 
■emedy in this society that you all 
ihould take a part." 

The second day reports were read 
will an address on pssoe waS de- 
livered by President Whalen, wl«) 
§ald the Catholic world looked to 
his convention for that leadership 
and oooasel which makes the people 
contented with their station in life 
and gives assnranoe beyond any 
doubt that, come what may, the 
Qatholles, the oonntry over, will 
never forget their coantry and their 
nag. 

Ommigratlon In all its phases was 
dlscused In the mass meeting Tues- 
day night, the speakers being the 
Rev. Frederick filedenhurg, S. J., 
dean of the School of Sociology. 
Loyola rnlversity. Chicago; Charles 
Fay, of Hnston, President of the 
Ponimon Cause Society; the Very 
Rev. Francis Clement Kelley, LL. D., 
President of the -Church Extension 
Society, of Chicago. 

Monslgnor Ambrose Roach, of 
noston. struck a blow for the work- 
ingman at the morning session. He 
asserted that the State does not 
protM Ms working people, and that 
tt never wUl until forced to. Men 
and women, he said, as well as chil- 
dren, are being made slaves to com- 
merelidtem and saorlttoes to mam- 
non. 

Archbishop Thomas O'Shea. of 
N'ew Zealand, spoke briefly and said 
that New Zealand looked to the 
Catholics of Amerlc^i to show them 
the way to solve the problems that 
confront them, their problems being 
much the same as those controntlog 
the American people. 

.\t Wednesday's session Bishop 
James A. McFaul, of Trenton, N. J., 
declared against the estsbHiHiment 
of a Catholic daily press. He said 
newspapers today were purely a 
commercial enterprise and that eon- 
ditlons wUhIn ths tedefaUon were 
not favorable at present for the 
promotion of such a project. 

John Whalen, LL. D.. of New 
Tork, -was re-elected President, and 
Anthony Matre, of Chicago, was 
chosen for his fourteenth consecu- 
tive term as National Swretary 
Neither had opposition. The 1 !U t! 
convention will be held In New York 
Pity, Other cities that contested 
for the next convention were San 
P'rancisco, Kansas City, Buffalo and 
Chattanooga.

SECOUIIANTIAIITIEASOIES 



By James A. Rooney, LL. D, 
On the morning of August 18, 
1874, the feast of St. Helena, 
mother of lOonstantlne, the titular 
ot the parish chareh in a little ham- 
let called Sclos, near Nice, (France, 
then In the kingdom of Sardinia, 
three brothers, priests, officiated at 
the solemn mass of celebration. The 
Rev. Sixtus Cauvln, aged eighty-two, 
was the celebrant; the Rev. Eugeue 
Cauvln, aged ninety, was the 
deacon, and the Itev. Anthony 
Cauvln, In his sixty-fourth year, 
was the sub-deacon, it must have 
been an Inspiring spectacle for the 
pious people to see these three aged 
brothers, all natives of their own 
village, and known and beloved by 
everybody, officiating together at 
the same altar. It was the first 
time they did so since tbe return ot 
the youngeat brother from Amailca, 
who only the year 'hetdre had come 
back to his old home and his own 
people to spend the remaining years 
of his life with them. 

He was one ot the most modest of 
men and he may not even then have 
told them ot the great things be 
accomplished for Ood and the 
church during the many years of toil 
he had spent in the sacred ministry 
in a far-off country; but it was he 
who founded tlie iiirisli and built 
the first . inn li Hoboken, 
which ha.s .since j^niwn into the 
I'assionists' great monastery of St. 
Michael, and he, too, who founded 
the parish and hnill I lie Church of 
Our Lady of Crace, Hoboken, from 
which he retired to pass his declin- 
ing years iu his native village, where 
he lived to bo .over ninety years of 
age. 

Father Cauvln was the ninth ot 
the ten children of Olaoomo and 
Margharite Cauvln, pious, educated, 
Ood-fearing people, who lived to see 
three of their sons ordained to the 
priesthood. He was born on Aug- 
ust 23, 1810, and made his studies 
at Avignon, Turin, and In the col- 
lege of his brother Sixtus at Monaco. 
He was ordained by Cardinal 
Brignoli-Sole, October 12, 1834, and 
after a short service as chaplain for 
the notorious Count Cavour and 
years of parish work, he decided to 
come to New York to labor anions- 
his countrymen. He was assiataiu 
at .St. Vincent de Paul's, then in 
Cantil street, then at Cold Spring 
and West Point, when Archbishop 
Hughes assigned him to establish a 
parish comprising the territory 
lying between the Hudson and the 
Hackensack rivers and extending 
from the Jersey City line to the 
northern boundary of Hudson 
county. This Included the Hobokens, 
whose Catholics had to go to mass 
In St Peter's, Jersey City, or In old 
St. Peter's, New Tork. 

A plot ot ground had been do- 
nated to the Archbishop by Andrsw 
Carrlgan, near the present St 
Michael's Monastery, and there 
Father Cauvln built a small church 
and rectory and enclosed the plot by 
a fence. It was dedicated November 
23, 1851, under the patronage of 
Our I>ady of .Mercy in compliment to 
Cardinal Brignoli. who sent from 
Rome a present of an oil copy of the 
painting of Our Lady of Mercy ot 
RIniIni, painted by Nicola Paci- 
Ippollil. Here Father Cauvin 
labored for ten years besides visit- 
ing Port l*e. Bull's Ferry, Hacken- 
sack and iLodl, ail of which now have 
their own churches and congrega- 
tions. Father Dominic, Provincial 
of the Passlonlsts, with Father 
Vincent and Brother iLawrence, ar> 
rived in 1861 and on April 81 tba 
parish was turned over to the car« 
of that order. 

But years before when Father 
Cauvln had the parish In good run- 
ning order he began to lay plans for 
another church In Hoboken and fae 
secured the original ground of the 
present Church of Our Iiady of 
Grace, which was enlarged 'by sub- 
sequent purchases so as to Incltide 
the entire block. The original out- 
lay was $2,600. Bishop Jamus 
Roosevelt Bayley, who was con- 
Mecrated October 30, 1853, and had 
assumed charge of the new dlocest? 
of Newark, laid the cornerstone Sep- 
teml)er 4, 1854, and lueached to a 
large congregation and, .run<' 24, the 
next year the church wa:, iledlcated. 
Among Its treasures Is a magnifi- 
cent altar piece, a copy of Raphael's 
Madonna dl FoHgno, painted by 
Ansaldi and presentd by the Duke of 
Genoa; a painting of the emdflxlon 
preesnted by Henry IL. Hoguet, of 
.New Tork; a diamond-studded en>wn 
from tbe Duchess of Genoa for the 
statue of Our Lady and a valuable 
monstrance from Napoleon WH. 
, During a visit to Rome in 185fi 
Father Cauvin was presented by 
I'ius IX. with the relics of St. 
(jiiietuB, which had been discovered 
in the catacomb of St. Praetextatus 
in 1849. These were solemnly en- 
shrined June 1, 1856, lu an altar 
under the patronage of the saint by 
Bishop Bayl«y. The same year 



Father Cauvin introduced the Sisters 
of the Poor of St. Francis, who on 
.May 6, 1866, opened St. Mary's 
Hospital, In which the late Mayor 
Qaynor, of New York, was a patient 
at the time of the attempt on his 
life. Father Cauvin made a passable 
school out of an old stable and in 
1861 he opened his first parochial 
school In a new building. The 
teacher in both was Miss Sarah 
Mahoney, who afterward became a 
Sister of the Visitation. 

After more than a quarter of a 
century of such labor Father Cauvln 
resigned his parish July 1, 187S, 
having accomplished things that ex- 
erted a penaanent influence on 
Catholicity In the diocese. To the 
great regret of his people he sailed 
en August 9 for his birthplace, 
where he lived for twenty-nine years 
ever faithful and strictly conforming 
to his religious duties. He survived 
his whole family, his brothers and 
sisters, and died May 26, 1902, 
having attained the remarkable age 
of more than four score and ten 
years.

up trouble for the party in case the 
result had been close. Speaking of 
Haly followers, one of his assoclatss 
and companions for years will be 
prominent in the convention because 
of his espousal of tbe Stanley cause, 
and that Is Dr. Milton Roanl. who 
split with the Ilaly-Beckhani ma- 
chine after the betrayal of Louisville 
and Jefferson county, it Is also a 
certainty that many other Haly- 
Reckham followers will seek pas- 
tures new for political prospects, as 
the awful blow sustained shows that 
the machine strength was over- 
estimated and that, as contended In, 
these columns before. Haly was an 
overrated politician, the last v 
tory for which he c]p<;Raad.ct 
election of Beckhsini. being a Ctu 
pure and simple snd resulted from 
what they term in baseball a "bone- 
head" play on the part of victimised 
supporters In this district. 

The campaign promises to be quite 
a lively one, as both parties will 
have a united strength, the Demo- 
crats having no factional fights over 
the primary results, while the Re- 
publicans have a united party for 
the first time in four years, the Pro- 
gressives with the exception of 
Louisville having pone back In the. 
C. O. P. ranks. The Bull Moose 
vote In the entire State dwindled 
from over 102,000 in 1912 to 3,968 
last year, the party with Drexler iu 
the nominee for Governor this yeatt 
not expecting to surpass tbe lattei; 
vote. That the propeots of the Bull 
Moose party are not very bright is 
shown by the aftlons of the Louis- 
ville Herald, which Is a reminder ot 
the boy trying to slip under the cir- 
cus tent, the Herald trying to slip 
info tlie Uepubllean ranks unseen. 
Kvery move of the G. O. P. Is care- 
fully noted In its columns and no 
more are tbe readers treated to 
rousing editorials In reference to 
the plutocrat leaders of the Republi- 
can party or attacks upon I'enrose 
and Cannon. Then again former 
Hull Moosers are seen Idling 
about the Republican headquarters 
nnvioiisiv awaiting a chance to lAow 
that their repentance has been sin- 
ere and that they will perform any 
work, no matter how menial, to gqt 
in the graces of the Republican 
leaders and candidates. 

The attempt of the Louisville 
Times to stir up trouble in local 
Democratic circles Is still attracting 
attention, not only locally but 
thrrnrhout the State, and the rebuke 
0^ Urey 'Woodson in the Owensboro 
Messenger this past week was Justly 
deserved. Editor Woodson inferred

He wants 
to take his place in the busy world 
and to earn money — even though 
the wage be a small one. He forgets 
itiat his lack of education will 
probably lead him into a "blind 
alley" occupation which offers no 
opportunity for promotion. He Is 
condemned for life to starvation 
wage because short-sighted parents 
have allowed him to have his own 
choice when he was hot competent 
to make a wise one. We have met 
many . men who expressed regret 
that they were unable to receive a 
good education. Soane of them suc- 
ceeded in spite of this drawback. 
Their strength of character, pluck 
and perseverance mad* np for their 
educational shortcoming. Still they 
regretted that the opportunity for 
gaining an education was gone for- 
ever. We have yet to meet the man 
who regretted the time he had spent 
in getting an education. That was 
i possession more prized as the 
years sped on. Do not condemn 
your son to a lifetime of unre- 
muneratlve toll and the "bitterness 
of vain regrets for the opportunity 
that has foolishly be6a allowed to 
slip away. Give them an education. 
We plead particularly for the boy, 
because usually girls in the family 
are given every opportunity com- 
mensurate with parental means to 
acquire en education. Too often it 
runs toward art, music and lit- 
erature, rather than toward more 
useful acoomplishments of home- 
making. But this is not the place 
to dwell upon the shortcomings of 
our schools for girls. The point Is 
that the education of the girl is 
attended to, while the boy Is set to 
earning money for himself or for 
the family. Give him' a chance, and 
if he has the right stuff in him he 
will repay the cost of his education 
In a more useful life.
